Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  V.P.  Piccuito. 

Pres.  Osborn  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  Paul  Connolly,  Carmen's  Union, 
who  took  the  place  of  Bernie  Corbett ,  who  resigned. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  February  meeting.  So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  Director  Marty  Foley  would  give  his  Legislative 
Report  first  since  he  had  pressing  business  to  attend  to  at  the  State  House: 


LEGISLATIVE  REPORT: 

Director  Foley  advised  the  Council  of  the  current  issues  at  the  State  House, 
which  are: 

-Asbestos  Bill 
-Blue  Law  Reform 
-Apprenticeship  Training  Bill 

The  Director  advised  there  will  be  hearings  on  the  Personnel  Records  bill  and 
on  the  VDT  bill  in  a  couple  of  weeks. 

Director  Foley  reported  on  a  recent  conference  he  attended  in  Kansas  City  — 
he  explained  the  one-on-one  theory  and  advised  that  this  would  be  one  of  the 
priorities  at  the  Gompers ' -Murray-Meany  Institute. 

The  Director  explained  that  the  past  month  has  been  slow  in  the  Legislature 
and,  in  his  opinion,  they  would  be  out  by  mid-July.   He  gave  an  update  on  the 
recent  problems  with  the  Commerce  and  Labor  Committee. 

V.P.  Faherty  raised  the  issue  of  polygraph  testing  and  urine  testing  of 
employees  and  discussion  took  place  on  this. 

Change  in  the  Blue  Laws  discussed.   Dir.  Foley  said  this  bears  watching  and 
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that  there  is  an  effort  to  expand  them. 

V.P.  Mullane  thanked  Pres.  Osborn  and  Director  Foley  for  their  help  in  the 
bill  having  to  do  with  disability  pensions.   This  affected  not  only  the  fire 
and  police  but  also  some  employees  of  AFSCME.  He  thanked  Speaker  Mike 
Flaherty  and  Jim  Brett  for  their  help.   Pres.  Osborn  expressed  his  hope  that 
the  funding  portion  will  be  broken  away  from  the  disability  since  this  would 
be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  workers. 

Initiative  Petition  discussed.   The  President  advised  that  this  is  a  serious 
problem  and  the  Council  should  take  a  stand • 

V.P.  Connolly  discussed  the  Carmen's  bill,  Chapter  581,  and  stated  he  is 
interested  in  two  things:   1)  tri-party  arbitration,  and  2)  part  time  help 
(wants  the  right  to  get  collective  bargaining  rights  back  and  to  negotiate  for 
part  time  help  at  the  bargaining  table). 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  report.   So  voted. 


PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  thanked  V.P.  Beauregard  for  his  response  to  a  request  for 
financial  help  to  keep  the  campaign  office  open  to  allow  the  efforts  against 
the  initiative  petition  on  postcard  registration  to  go  forward . 

Interview  process  on  the  Workers  Comp.  appointments  discussed.  Two  from  the 
Council,  Exec.  V.P.  Heffernan  and  V.P.  Mahar  are  both  in  the  competition  for 
the  jobs  as  law  judges.   Pres.  Osborn  asked  everyone's  support  in  writing  to 
the  Governor  to  urge  labor  representation  in  this  area  by  appointing  these  two 
candidates. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  will  keep  the  Council  updated  as  things  progress. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  following  upcoming  events: 

-  Dinner  for  the  Homeless  -  this  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Mass. 
AFL/CIO,  the  Boston  Building  Trades  and  the  Boston  Central  Labor  Council,  at 
the  Park  Plaza  Castle.   Labor  donated  by  the  Hotel,  Restaurant  Workers  Union 
and  other  unions  was  applauded. 

-  Irish  Labor  Coalition  plans  its  annual  dinner  on  June  12th;  Pres. 
Osborn  urged  participation 

-  Histadrut  Dinner  honoring  Vice  Pres.  Alman  —  Attendance  urged. 
This  will  be  held  on  May  8th  at  the  Kennedy  Library. 

-  Testimonial  Dinner  for  Larry  Sullivan  scheduled  for  March  21st,; 
Pres.  Osborn  expressed  his  hope  that  everyone  would  attend  as  a  tribute  to 
this  dedicated  trade  unionist. 


Pres.  Osborn  updated  the  Council  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month: 

-  Attended  an  interesting  seminar  at  the  Meany  Center,  which  will 
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become  an  annual  event.   Since  the  Federal  Government  has  given  more  of  what 
has  traditionally  been  their  responsibilities  back  to  the  states,  the  trade 
union  movement  is  now  paying  more  attention  to  the  state  feds  since  they  will 
be  the  ones  to  encourage  legislation  to  benefit  the  workers.   This  seminar 
encourages  exchange  of  ideas  among  the  heads  of  the  various  state  feds. 

-  National  S.T.  Tom  Donahue  gave  us  a  note  of  praise  at  the  Meany 
Center  for  our  efforts  in  sponsoring  the  "Future  of  Work  Seminar".  The  report 
was  given  good  recognition. 

-  Affiliation  Program  discussed.   This  has  come  down  from  National 
AFL-CIO  and  we  are  now  mandated  to  make  special  efforts  to  bring  unaffiliated 
locals  under  the  umbrella  of  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO.   Letters  will  go  out  to  the 
International  Presidents  asking  for  their  support. 

-  Met  with  Senate  President  Bulger  -  Pres.  Osborn  advised  we  have  a 
good  rapport  with  the  Senate. 

-  Met  with  Clark  Abt ,  candidate  for  the  8th  Congressional  District, 
Republican  seat.  Although  he  is  the  only  candidate  with  a  "Jobs"  program,  he, 
of  course,  cannot  win  and  will  not  be  endorsed  by  the  Council. 

-  Met  in  Amherst  with  the  leadership  of  OPEIU  on  their  organizing 
drive.  MTA  is  in  contention.   May  1st  is  the  election  and  it  looks  hopeful 
for  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO. 

-  Appeared  in  Springfield  at  the  Blue  Cross /Blue  Shield  meeting  on  the 
new  Master  Plus  Plan.   Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  went  to  the  meeting  in 
preparation  for  the  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  organizing  drive  —  if  the  Council 
is  successful,  it  will  definitely  be  a  plus  for  the  image  of  the  Council. 

-  Sponsored  a  reception  at  Harvard  for  the  Harvard  Trade  Union 
recipients. 

-  Discussed  the  Tax  Cap  and  the  repercussions  of  this  bill.  Public 
services  will  be  cut  drastically,   V.P.  Mullane  advised  that  there  will  be  a 
loss  of  160  million  dollars  in  Massachusetts  and  50%  of  this  will  be  direct 
wages  to  public  employees. 

-  Prevailing  Wage  discussed.   Pres.  Osborn  advised  this  is  in  good 
shape  and  it  has  been  noted  nationally  only  20%  of  members  of  ABC  are 
contractors. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  Frontlash  Program.  He  urged  the  Council 
to  go  forward  with  this  program  on  a  full-time  basis.   Jim  Shaw  who  has  been 
working  on  this  for  about  a  year  would  be  the  Coordinator.   Two  people  from 
National  Frontlash  will  address  the  Council  at  this  meeting. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  constant  decrease  in  attendance  at  the 
Executive  Council  meetings,  and  asked  the  officers  to  consider  changing  the 
policy  from  monthly  meetings  to  bi-monthly.   He  pointed  out  this  was  not  a 
recommendation,  simply  a  question  to  raise  the  Issue  of  poor  attendance.   V.P. 
Piccuito  expressed  concern  that  this  would  cause  a  change  in  the  effectiveness 
of  the  Council  since  some  issues  could  not  wait  two  months  to  be  addressed. 
Pres.  Osborn  noted  that  the  falling  off  in  attendance  could  be  due  in  part  to 
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the  fact  that  there  is  four  years  between  elections  and  stated  that  he  was  in 
favor  of  a  three-year  term  and  not  a  four-year  term. 

V.P.  Faherty  asked  for  any  information  available  on  the  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield 
Master  Health  Plus  plan.   Pres.  Osborn  stated  that  he  would  like  to  form  a 
Health  and  Safety  Committee  and  that  Bob  Spinney,  Sheet  Metal  Workers  Union, 
has  volunteered  to  help. 

MMS  to  allow  Pres.  Osborn  to  appoint  a  Health  and  Safety  Committee.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  have  Bob  Spinney  chair  this  committee.   So  voted. 

Vice  Pres.  Faherty  discussed  the  upcoming  Irish  Coalition  dinner  and  the 
causes  that  the  money  will  help. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Two  month's  financial  report  noted. 

Sec-Treas.  Carpenter  gave  an  update  on  the  purchase  of  the  building  at  44 

Temple  Place,  Boston.  He  explained  the  procuring  of  the  Industrial  Revenue 

Bond  necessary  for  the  financing  of  the  building.   There  will  be  a  projected 

approximately  $400,000  savings  over  the  term  of  the  loan. 

Sec-Treas.  Carpenter  explained  that  the  next  step  is  that  the  matter  will  be 
brought  before  the  City  Council  for  their  approval.  He  advised  he  has  met 
with  Charlie  Spillane,  Boston  Building  Trades,  who  will  assist  in  choosing 
five  100%  union  contractors.   Letters  will  be  sent  out  to  them  and  an  attempt 
will  be  made  to  negotiate  an  agreement  with  them.   The  dealings  with  the 
Patriot  Bank  were  explained  —  the  loan  will  be  at  7%  or  7.5%  of  prime.   Asked 
for  approval  to  proceed  from  the  Council.   Discussion  followed  and  it  was 
brought  out  that  this  had  already  been  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

MMS  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  allow  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  to  proceed  with  the  financial  arrangements,  at  this  point 
involving  cutting  a  check  for  $10,000  to  procure  the  Industrial  Revenue  Bond. 

V.P.  Faherty  stated  that  it  had  been  decided  at  a  previous  Council  meeting 
that  the  Sec.-Treas.  should  go  forward  with  any  plans  for  the  purchase  of  the 
building  without  continually  returning  for  approval  to  the  Council.   It  was 
again  agreed  that  this  would  be  the  policy  in  this  matter. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  gave  a  brief  report  on  his  trip  to  Central  America. 

The  Sec.-Treas.  outlined  his  activities  over  the  past  month. 

-  Traveled  with  other  union  members  from  the  U.S.  to  Central  America. 
Gave  a  brief  report  on  this  trip. 

The  Sec.-Treas.  advised  that  there  will  be  a  seminar  on  plant  closing  on  April 
17  following  the  Executive  Council  meeting.   How  the  law  works  now  and 
suggestions  for  the  future. 
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Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  related  a  problem  that  has  arisen  over  the  location  of 
the  Gompers-Murray-Meany  Educational  Institute  at  the  Sheraton  Regal  in 
Hyannis.   Gave  the  history  of  why  we  chose  the  Regal  (Seacrest  was  off  limits 
due  to  a  labor  dispute)  —  Move  was  made  to  the  Regal  —  now  a  complaint  has 
been  received  from  the  Laborers  Union  saying  that  the  Regal  uses  non-union 
help.   After  the  Regal  agreed  to  correct  this,  we  got  permission  from  the 
Mass.  Building  Trades  to  use  the  hotel.   Now  we  have  been  advised  that  the 
Regal  is  again  using  non-union  help.   Since  it  is  too  late  for  the  Seacrest 
and  all  the  notices  have  gone  out  to  the  delegates,  contracts  have  been  signed 
with  the  Regal.   Sec.-Treas.  advised  Arthur  Coia  that  we  will  proceed  this 
year  using  the  Regal,  but  will  not  commit  our  conference  to  any  hotel  in  the 
future  without  their  authorization. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  explained  the  current  affiliation  drive.  All 
international  presidents  have  received  letters  asking  for  their  help  to 
affiliate  any  locals  in  Massachusetts  that  are  currently  not  affiliated .   So 
far  response  has  been  good  —  he  will  keep  the  Council  updated. 

The  Sec.-Treas.  gave  a  report  on  the  settlement  of  the  IUE  strike  at  Local 
201. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osbora  introduced  the  two  representatives  from  National  Frontlash,  Joel 
Clavercamp,  the  Exec.  Dir.,  and  Ethel  Graves,  the  Financial  Administrator. 
They  explained  the  program  and  the  plans  for  the  future.   Jim  Shaw  gave  update 
on  activity  in  Massachusetts.   Discussion  followed. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  this  program  is  a  very  important  one  and  gave  his  reasons 
why  he  was  in  favor  of  it.  Advised  that  it  will  cost  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO 
approx.  $10,000  annually. 

MMS  to  act  on  the  initiative  of  Frontlash  of  Massachusetts  and  set  the  policy 
that  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  will  have  the  power  to  hire  and  fire.   So  voted. 


EDUCATION  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  Scholarship  Program  was  still  in  progress  and 
the  tests  were  now  being  corrected.  He  indicated  his  goal  is  to  increase  this 
program  from  $85,000  in  scholarships  to  $100,000  this  year. 

The  President  advised  that  "Education  in  the  Schools"  is  another  important 
goal  for  1986,  and  a  "History  of  the  Unions  in  Mass."  is  being  written  which 
will  aid  in  this  goal. 

Discussion  took  place  on  the  sale  of  Coors  at  Fenway  Park.   One  Coors  booth 
will  still  operate  this  year  at  the  Park  but  next  year  we  can  expect  that  none 
will  be  sold  there. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  reminded  the  members  of  the  Council  that  the  Dinner  for  Homeless 
was  scheduled  for  Easter  Saturday  and  urged  participation  and  volunteers. 
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MMS  to  accept  the  Executive  Officers  minutes  of  meetings.   So  voted 
MMS  to  refer  communications  to  the  Executive  Officers.   So  voted 
Roll  call. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  12:00  Noon.

Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters: 

UFCW  District  Local  431,  Davenport,  Iowa,  has  received  permission 
from  our  International  President  William  Wynn  to  solicit  funds  to  help  over 
500  members  who  were  terminated  on  January  27,  1986,  for  honoring  a  picket 
line  at  the  George  A.  Hormel  plant  in  Ottumwa,  Iowa.  We  are  now  in  the 
process  of  proceeding  to  arbitration  which  normally  will  take  over  six  months 
to  be  resolved.  The  company  immediately  terminated  our  members'  family  in- 
surance coverage  and  the  conservative  right-to-work  state  of  Iowa  denied 
unemployment  benefits.  We  are  not  on  strike  and  do  not  qualify  for  strike 
benefits.  We  do  have  a  standard  "no  strike"  clause  in  our  Labor  Agreement. 
The  company  is  claiming  that  we  are  on  a  sympathy  strike  helping  another 
sister  Local.  Our  position  is  that  each  individual  member  had  the  right  to 
choose  to  honor  the  picket  line  because  of  a  unique  section  in  our  contract 
that  pertains  to  only  Hormel  Ottumwa  union  members  which  reads  as  follows: 

"6.2  It  is  agreed  that  in  the  event  an  authorized  picket  line  is 
in  effect  at  the  entrance  to  the  plant,  the  Company  shall  not  dis- 
cipline employees  who  choose  to  honor  such  picket  line.  The  Union 
agrees  to  use  whatever  influence  they  possess  to  remove  such  picket 
line  from  the  plant." 

To  substantiate  that  we  are  not  on  a  sympathy  strike,  more  than  200 
of  our  members  chose  to  report  to  work. 

Since  January  27,  1986,  as  the  principle  officer  of  our  District  Local 
Union,  I  have  devoted  most  of  my  time  with  our  members  in  Ottumwa,  Iowa.   I 
have  personally  witnessed  the  financial  hardship  increasing  daily.  In 
addition  to  our  International  granting  permission  to  solicit  funds,  I  am 
proud  to  report  to  you  that  our  International  Union  made  the  first  donation 
of  $10,000  and  many  of  our  members  within  our  District  Local  Union  are  con- 
tributing $2.00  per  week.  However,  I  must  face  reality.  To  provide  emergency 
insurance  coverage,  food,  and  weekly  hardship  assistance  for  over  500  of  our 
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members  and  their  families,  we  need  your  help.  I  know  the  financial  problems 
we  are  all  experiencing  today  with  big  government  and  big  business  jointly 
attacking  our  labor  movement.  However,  it  is  solidarity  that  makes  our  move- 
ment strong  (unity  arising  out  of  a  common  interest  and  common  responsibility) . 
Any  donation  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  our  terminated  Hormel  Ottumwa  members 
and  their  families.

Re:  Central  America  Tour 

Brothers  and  Sisters: 

Having  recently  completed  a  JO-day  tour  of  Central  America 
sponsored  by  the  AFL-CIO's  American  Institute  for  Free  Labor 
Development,  I  thought  I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  report  to 
this  Executive  Board  on  what  I  observed, 

Let  me  preface  my  report  by  saying  that  a  whirlwind  tour  of 
Central  America  —  in  our  .10  days  we  visited  Nicaragua,  El 
Salvador  and  Guatemala  --  hardly  qualifies  me  as  an  expert  on  the 
region,  i  toured  the  region  with  political  directors  from  cwa 
Painters  and  Glaziers,  Sheetmetal  Workers  UAW,  UFCW  and 

BRICKLAYERS,   In  EACH  COUNTRY  WE  MET  WITH  NUMEROUS  UNIONISTS  AND 
POLITICAL  LEADERS,  DIPLOMATS  AND  WORKERS,  AND  I  THINK  THAT  IT  IS 
APPROPRIATE  FOR  ME  TO  REPORT  TO  THIS  BOARD  WHAT  I  HEARD  AND  SAW, 
PARTICULARLY  CONCERNING  THE  FREE  TRADE  UNION  MOVEMENTS  IN  THE 
COUNTRIES  I  VISITED, 
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Nicaragua  was  the  first  stop  on  our  tour  and  I  must  report  that 
from  what  i  saw,  that  if  the  sandinista  regime  is  not  yet 
operating  as  a  totalitarian  government,  it  is  fast  moving  in  that 
direction,  Union  leaders  are  arrested  and  jailed,  for  weeks  and 
even  months  at  a  time,  without  being  charged,  from  numerous 
meetings  with  unionists  and  others,  there  emerged  a  consensus 
that  free  trade  unions  were  suppressed  by  the  government, 

to  cite  one  small  example:  cus,  the  independent  trade  union 
federation,  was  unable  to  obtain  a  permit  from  the  sandinistas  to 
hold  a  graduation  for  a  group  of  young  people  who  had  completed 
their  training  as  seamstresses.  but  there  are  darker  examples  of 
repression  as  well,  such  as  the  jailing  in  underground  cells  of 
unionists  who  are  denied  access  to  their  families  and  to  decent 
living  conditions, 

Among  those  we  met  with  in  Nicaragua  was  ,  a  courageous 

union  leader  who  fought  with  the  vsandinistas  to  overthrow  somoza, 
but  who  is  deeply,  deeply  disappointed  with  tfle  direction  the 

REVOLUTION  HAS  TAKEN,  He  HAS  HAD  TO  MOVE  HIS  FAMILY  FROM  THE 
COUNTRY  FOR  THEIR  SAFETY,  AND  HE  TOLD  US  THAT  HE  BELIEVES  THE 
EDUCATION  AND  HOUSING  IN  NICARAGUA  ARE  WORSE  THAN  THEY  WERE 

BEFORE  THE  REVOLUTION.   I  COMPARE  THE  COURAGE    HAS 

SHOWN  WITH  THE  ATTITUDE  OF  A  SANDI NI STA"BACKED  TRADE  UNION 
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LEADER  WHO  TOLD  ME  THAT  HIS  TWO  TOP  PRIORITIES  WEREN'T  HIS 
MEMBERS  BUT  THE  DEFENSE  OF  THE  COUNTRY  AND  INCREASED  PRODUCTIVITY, 


EL  SALVADOR 

El  Salvador  is  like  I  would  imagine  the  Old  West.  You  can  feel 

THE  VIOLENCE  IN  THF  AIR.   We  WERE  NOT  PERMITTED  TO  TRAVEL  ALONE  IN 
THE  COUNTRY  AND  EVEN  AS  A  GROUP,  WE  WERE  ALWAYS  ACCOMPANIED  BY 
SEVERAL  HEAVILY  ARMED  GUARDS.   At  ONE  POINT,  WE  CAME  ACROSS  A 
TELEPHONE  WORKER,  A  UNION  MEMBER,  LYING  IN  THE  STREET  DEAD, 
APPARENTLY  MURDERED  JUST  MINUTES  BEFORE  WE  CAME  ACROSS  HIM. 

At  a  meeting  with  President  JnsE  Napoleon  Duarte,  the  president 

CAME  ACROSS  AS  A  MAN  WHO  WAS  SINCERE  AND  COMMITED,  BUT  I  GOT  THE 

DISTINCT  impression  that  the  chaotic  state  of  the  country  did  not 
permit  him  to  govern.  in  addition,  there  seem  to  be  serious 
problems  implementing  the  final  stages  of  the  land  reform  program. 

Also  in  El  Salvador,  we  were  informed  of  an  issue  that  seems  to 
affect  all  the  developing  nations  in  the  regl'on,  with 
implications  for  the  trade  union  movements.  to  qualify  for  loans 
from  the  International  Monetary  Fund,  the  government  must 
institute  an  austerity  program,  which  in  turn  effectively  limits 
wage  and  benefit  increases  for  workers.  to  meet  the  austerity 

GUIDELINES,  THE  GOVERNMENT  IN  El  SALVADOR  RECENTLY  DENIED  A  WAGE 
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INCREASE  THAT  HAD  ALREADY  BEEN  NEGOTIATED,  AN  ACTION  WHICH 
ANGERED  AND  FRUSTRATED  THE  WORKERS  AND  THE  UNIONS. 

GUATEMALA 

The  last  country  we  visited  was  Guatemala,  In  meeting  with  the 
representatives  of  free  trade  unions  there,  we  heard  a  litany 
of  complaints  about  the  government's  failure  to  enforce  the 
labor  codes.  organizing,  these  leaders  said,  was  virtually 
impossible  as  long  as  the  labor  codes  could  be  ignored  by  employers. 

But  despite  this  difficulty,  and  certainly  compared  to  other 
countries  in  the  region,  there  is  a  sense  of  hope  in  guatemala 
that  free  trade  unions  will  be  able  to  function  for  the  benefit 
of  working  people. 


I  HAVE  TRIED  IN  THIS  REPORT  TO  FAITHFULLY  RELATE  WHAT  I  HEARD 
AND  SAW  ON  MY  TOUR  OF  CENTRAL  AMERICA.   THE  'ISSUES  INVOLVED  ARE 
TREMENDOUSLY  COMPLEX,  AND  THE  ROLE  OF  TRADE  UNIONS  DIFFICULT  AND 
DANGEROUS.   MY  VIEW  IS  THAT  OF  A  TRADE  UNIONIST,  AND  NOT  A 
POLITICAL  LEADER  OR  POLICY  EXPERT.   BUT  I  BELIEVE  WE  MUST  SUPPORT 
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FREE  TRADE  UNIONS  WHEREVER  THEY  ARE  STRUGGLING  TO  SURVIVE  AND  GROW.
